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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The pore sizes of Nishiyama's mesoporous silica 
either in particulate form or in filmy form (paragraphs 6-8) are for solid dried product and do not apply to the gel which is a liquid 
suspension of solids in liquids. The polymerized silicic acid gel in the solution are very porous and imbibed with water molecules. The gel 
produced by Nishiyama can be used in the ink described by Watanabe. The sol produced by Watanabe are also from the same precursor 
materials described by Nishiyama. Moreover, the sol prepared by Watanabe can also be used to form porous film Therefore, the 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. . 
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
